FIRST ARMY HOSPITAL TRAIN 


It Will Comprise Ten Converted Pull- 
m-ns, and Will Be Ready Soon. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—The first United 
States Army hospital on wheels is under 
contract to be built at Pullman, near 
Chicago, it was announced today. The 
hospital will be a 1l@-car train of con- 
verted Pullmans. The Government is to 
rent the cars with the privilege of pur- 

chase at any time. 

Ward cars with side door entrances, 
wide enough for the passage of stretch- 
ers and wheel chairs, and ‘‘first aid’’ 
cars with necessary drugs, instruments 
and operating tables are included in the 
specifications. 

The train is to be ready in about 10 
days.

MILES QUT, BUT 
IN SMILE LIMIT 


Eight Allied Warships Believed 
to Be Awaiting German Sub- 
marine Freighter. 


DASH IS LIKELY IN DARK 


Channel Dragged Before Start 
Was Made; Sailors Cheered 
as They Depart. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Aug. 2.—The 
German merchant submarine Deutsch- 
land was sighted off Tangier Sound at 6 
o'clock this morning. She was. still 
heading toward the lower bay at a hign 
rate of speed. Tarzier Sound is about 
75 miles above the capes. 

At 2 o’clock the Deutschland had not 
been sighted at the capes. During th- 
early afternoon a two-funneled warship 
came near the three-mile limit for a few 
moments and then disappeared. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 2.—The German 
submarine freighter Deutschland, which 
left Bdltimore at 5:40 p. m. yesterday 
on her return trip to Germany, is ex- 
pected to reach Norfolk, Va., today. 
Seafaring men believe she will put into 
a secluded spot and make her dash‘ in 
the darkness to the open sea. Eight 
allied warships are believed to be out- 
side the Virginia capes, waiting for the 
Deutschland. She was at Baltimore 23 
days. 

Informer Rushed to Phone. 

Capt. Koenig and his crew of 
27 men put to sea with the know!l- 
edge that a man hurried to a tele- 
phone with @ message to agents for the 
entente allies that the Deutschland had 
Started. The captain's last words in 
the harbor were ot praise for America 
and for his treatment here by Baltimore 
customs authorities. 

Capt. Koenig knows that. war- 
ships of the entente allies are waiting 
for him at the edge of the three-mile 
limit, spread out in a radius of five 
miles. 

‘We shall have to pass unseen within 
that radius in order to escape,"’ he said. 

““‘We shall have to make that passage 
under conditions not entirely advan- 
tageous to us. Were the water at that 
point 150 feet deep it would be easier. 
We could submerge deeply enough to 
pass underneath the warships. But the 
water there is not 150 feet+deep. We 
shall, therefore, have to pass between 
the warships.”’ 

There were not more than 100 persons 
in the vicinity of the pier when the 
Deutschland came out from behind the 
screen of barges, and besides two news- 
paper dispatch boats there only were 
four launches in the stream. 

Cheer Their Departure. 

But the spectators cheered and waved 
handkerchiefs in unison with the cheer. 
ing and waving from the sailors on 
toard the interned North German 
Lloyd steamer Nekar. On the conning 
tower of the submarine at the feet of 
her little commander, there was a huge 
basket of roses and white flowers, the 
last gift of a Baltimore admirer whose 
name Capt. Koenig never may know. 

No word has been heard from the 
Bremen, the Deutschland’s sister ship, 
Since it left Bremerhaven, according to 
Paul G. L. Hilken, a member of the 
Kastern Forwarding Co., the American 
agents of the Deutschland. 

Purely as a guess, Mr. Hilken said: . 
day, the Bremen may arrive at Baltt- 
more any time after tomorrow. He did 
not know the date onewhich she left tne 
German port, he said. He admitted 
that preparations were going on at the 
Locust Point Pier just vacated by tne 
Deutschland to receive another subma- 
rine. Mr. Hilken also said his company 
had cargo stored in every large port on 
the Atlantic seaboard. 


Two Aeroplanes Are Seen 
Hampton Roads. 
NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Aug. 2.—T wo 
aeroplanes were seen flying over lower 
Chesapeake Bay at Hampton Roads 
shortly after daybreak this morning. It 
is believed they came from the armored 
cruiser North Carolina, on neutrality pa- 

trol off the Virginia capes.

The hanging will take place in the 


Pentonville prison at 9 o’clock in the 
morning. The executioner appointed is 
a man named Ellis, who is a barhar of 
Rochdale. He will receive a fee of $0. 
Only the officials of the prison will 
be present at the execution. 
Premier Asquith received 
tensively signed petition from Ire- 
land, but beyond .a formal = uc- 
knowledgment he. did not commu- 
nicate with its originators, 
Casement, according to Gavin Duffy, 
his solicitor, who sees the condemned 
man frequently, remains unc /-n- 
cerned.

Seebert Jones Beats Mayor's Son-in-Law for

In the State primary election yester- 
day the outstanding feature of the re- 
sult in St. Louis was the defeat of the 
Kiel-Schmoll Republican faction, which 
went down with .ohn E. Swanger of 
Sedalia, Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, who was beaten in St. Louls by 
former Supreme Judge Henry Lamm of 
Sedalia. 

Although Mayor Kiel and Repvfblican 
City Chairman John Schmoll had con- 
trol of the Republican City Committee, 
Judge Lamm carried 3% of the 28 wards, 
and beat Swanger in Schmoll's ward, 
the Thirteenth, by a vote of more than 
two to one. Nearly every local candi- 
date supported by the Kiel-Schmoll ma- 
chine was defeated by a candidate 
backed by the Koeln-Stifel-Howe combi- 
nation. 

From the Democratic standpoint, the 
city victory of Frederick* D. Gardner, 
Democratic candidate for Governor, 
was as complete "y St. Layils as that 
of Judge Lamm. ardner carried all 
but the First, Fourth, Fifth and Seven- 
teenth Ward, where the Democratic City 
Corhmitteemen, through the influence of 
the late Col. William H. Ph@ips, were 
lined up for Cornelius Roach of Jasper 
County, at present Secretary of State, 
and a member of the State administra- 
tion

Judge Lamm’'s majority over Swanger 

in St. Loule was 22.55, while Gardner's 


iead over Roach was 15,400 votes, - The 


total Republican vote for Governor was 
5,021, and Democratic 2,567. The com- 
bined vote of the two parties on the 
governorship was 70,658. 

The supporters of Mayor Kiel and 
Chairman Schmoll were claiming today 
that they retained control of the Re- 
publican City Committee in the commit- 
tee contests in the primary election, but 
tie a matter of fact, the Koeln-Stifel- 
Howe faction made littie effort to win 
the committee fights. They asserted 
that the committee was not an impor- 
tant factor in election contests, and 
that yesterday's result proved it. The 
only members of the committee who 
were able to deliver their wards tu 
Swanger yesterday were Henry lL. 
Weeke of the Eighteenth and Nat Gold- 
stein of the Nineteenth. Every othor 
ward in St. Louls, including Mayvur 
Kiel's ward, the Fifteenth, rolled up 
heavy Lamm majorities. |

No less disagreeable to Kiel and 
Schmoll than the Swanger defeat was 
the defeat of the Mayor's son-in-law, 
Granville Hogan, for Circuit Attorney, 
by Jeptha D. Howe's brother-in-law, 
Seebert G. Jones.

MEANS FIGHT IN SPRING 


Anti-Kiel Forces Will Bring Out 
Man Against Him for 
Mayor. 


The most significant feature of the 
election locality was the complete 
overthrow of the Kiel-Schmoll ma- 
chine, and the triumph of the Koeln- 
Stifel-Howe organization. Mayor Kiel 

and Republican City Chairman John 
Schmoll used every power of the mu- 
nicipal administration, and the city 
organization as far as they controlled 
it, to aid Swanger locally in his Gov- 
They even went 80 


far as to discharge municipal em- 


ployes who would not support Swan- 
ger. They forced a resolution through 
the Republican City Committee sev- 
eral months ago indorsing Swanger 
for the Governorship. ¢ This was done 
by virtue of. the Mayor, Schmoll and 
the late Circuit Clerk Charlies R. 
Graves having a majority of the mem- 
bers of the City Committee on the 
payrolls in their offices and the city 
departments. 

In addition to whatever other in- 
fluences they. had under control, 
Swanger had the active support of the 
Republican newspaper organ, the 
Globe-Democrat. The Lamm campaign 
‘managers complained that the Globe- 
Democrat was taking sides in a party 
fight and that Swanger and the Kiel- 
Schmoll machine were being favored 
by its news reports. 

Howe Caused Defeat. 


The overthrow of the Kiel-Schmoll or- 
ganization is particularly bitter to Mayor 
Kiel and Chairman Schmoll, because it 
was accomplished through the organiz- 
ing ability and untiring work of Jeptha 
D. Howe, former Republican boss of 
St. Louis, who has been a sort of night- 
mare to the present administration. 
Howe succeeded also in nominating his 
brother-in-law, Seebert G. Jones, for 
the important office of Circuit Attorney 
end defeating the Mayor's son-in-law, 
Granville Hogan, for the same office, 


- Mayor Kiel and Schmoll also had the 
silent support of the new Republican 
State Chairman, Judge W. T. Hukriede, 
and Republican National. Commit- 
teéman Jacob LL. Babler, in_ their 
support of Swanger in St. Louis. 
While neither Hukriede nor Bab- 
ler took any open part in the gov- 
ernorship fight, being primarily inter- 
ested in the candidacy of Walter S. 
Dickey, they had gone to the extent of 
encouraging the Swanger candidacy in 
order to get the Kiel-Schmoll support 
for Dickey. 

Collector Edmond Koeln, as chairman 
of the Henry Lamm Club of St. Louis, 


' @evoted nearly all of his time for the 


last two weeks to the governorship cam- 
paign in St. Louis, and he had the very 
close and active co-operation of Howe 
and Stifel. They had formed a working 
organization in nearly every ward in 
the city, and in some of the wards the 
committeemen who had been relied upon 
by the Mayor to deliver for Swanger 
worked under cover for Lamm. 
To Fight Kiel in Spring, 

The Koeln-Stifel-Howe victory means 
that a widely-known business man 
probably A. L. Shapleigh, president of 
the Shapleigh Hardware Co., will be 
brought out against Mayor Kiel for the 
Republican nomination for Mayor next 
spring. The anti-Kiel forces are deicr- 
mined to defeat the Mayor for renomi- 
nation, and will use the organization 
they have created in the Lamm cam- 
paign to try to accomplish that end. 

The Kiel-Schmoll faction, as soon as 
the Koeln-Stifel-Howe faction began or- 
ganizing last spring to bring about the 
nomination of Judge Lamm, fmmedin‘e- 
ly. began seeking another candidate to 
support. 

‘They first promised their ald to E EF. 
MeoJimsey of Springfield, when he was 
considering the matter of becoming a 
candidate, and later, without consuiu'ng 
MoJimsey, switched their support to 
Swanger. Then, to make it appear to 
the country that Swanger had substan- 


tial support in St. Louis, they forced 


the resolution of indorsement through 
the City Commitee. 

Mayor Kiel today, however, in discus-

Credits Anti-Catholic Organiza- 
tion With Defeat of Mohr- 
stadt and Zachritz. 


John C. Schmoll, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, who was re- 
elected a member of the committee yes- 
terday, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that his analysis of the vote

Source of Roach Vote. 

The Democratic vote in St. Louis for 
Governor reflected the sentiment of the 
voters toward the present State admin- 
istration, four members of which were 
candidates for Governor. The vote for 
‘Roach was delivered to him through 
the influence of State Senator Mike 
Kinney, James J. Miles and Lawrence 
P. Daley, and all they could deliver was 
a little over 4000 votes. Atkinson, who, 
until recently, was . member of the 
Major administratién, as chairman of 
the Public Service Commission, received 
less than a thousand votes. He had the 
support of Excise Commissioner Rum- 
sey, the Governor's political adviser 'n 
St. Louis. James A, Houchin, a former 
prison contractor at Jefferson City, re- 
ceived about 200 votes; Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor William R. Painter of Carrollton. 
the Rev. Arthur N. Lindsey of Clinton 
and Attorney-General John T. Barker of 
Macon County, got less than 200 each. 
The vote of Charles D. Morris of St. 
Joseph, Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, was less than a thousand in St. 
Louis, and that of Hugh: McIndoe of 
Joplin was less than 600. 

That Jeptha D. Howe may be re- 
stored to power as the political boss of 
St Louis, and possibly, in the event of 
Judge Lamm's nomination, made the 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, as the result of the primary 
election, is the one thing that is causing 
Mavor Kiel and Chairman Schmoll the 
greatest degree of uneasiness today. 
The Mayor and Schmoll opposed Judge 
Lamm for the gubernatorial nomination 
for no other reason than that Howe was 
for him, and had become active in the 
organization of the Lamm campaign.

weeks, according to a report which 
Gen. Jacinto Trevino announced he 
received today from Gen. Ernesto Gar- 
cia in the Penoles district. 

Gén. Garcia's report says, in part: 

“I left Parral with 500 men after a 
conference with Gens. Ramos and Lares 
and on the thirteenth came to Hacienda 
Lacinga, where I found that Villa had 
killed some members of my family and 
other peaceful citizens. From there we 
went on in three columns. 

“The three columns advanced jointly 
to San Isidor with Villa but one hour 
ahead of us. There we engaged in a 
running fight, continuing to La Parido. 
We killed a number and captured more 
who were promptly shot. Proceéding to- 
ward San Fermin we captured three, 
one of whom was the so-called Col. 
Iesador Perez. All were executed. 

“The enémy dispersed into very smal: 
bands and scattered into the hills. We 
captured three Villistas, who confessed 
that Villa and Uribe, with less than 
fifty men, were hidden in a secluded 
canyon. In return for their lives they 
guided us to the place, but Villa, having 
had time to rést, got away in the nick 
of time.

NOT IN ANY SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Estimated Membership of 135,000 
Out of 635,462 Enrollment in 
' Public Schools. 

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Aug. 2.—Facts 
about Arkansas young life have been 
given out by a Sunday school worker 
of Hot Springs, who says they may be 
substantiated by reference to the rec- 
ords in the office of the Secretary of 
the State Sunday School Association. 

The Hot Springs man declares that 
there are 65000 school districts, which 
hold school in 6429 school houses, and 
that there are no Sunday schools held in 
2000 of these districts. 

There are at least 500 churches in the 
State without Sunday schools. In one 
county on the Western border there are 
11,000 public school children and only 
3000 of them attend Sunday school. In 
another county, which has 99 gchool 
districts, there are 9559 children of 
which have a membership of only 2550, 
one-fourth of whom are adults. 

It is asserted that there are 635,462 
children in the public schools of Arkan- 
sas, and an estimated membership of 
18,000 in the Sunday schools, one-fourth 
adults. This would leave 600,000 ehi)- 
dren in Arkansas not members of a 
Sunday school class.

~ MAKERS OF PAPER 
—ARECHARGED WITH 
FORGING UP PRICE 


Publishers’ Official Tells Federal 
Trade Commission Manufac- 
turers Are in Collusion. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Charges that 
the price of news print paper has been 
forced up exorbitantly by a combination 
of manufacturers were made by pub- 
lishers and denied by representatives of 
the manufacturers at a hearing yester- 
day, which concluded an inquiry into 
the subjec: by the #ederal Trade Com- 
mission. 

Frank P. Glass, vice president of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation, told the commission he is ‘‘mor- 
ally convinced” there is collusion among 
the manufacturers and expects to be 
able by Oct. 1 to present legal proof 
of it. P. T. Dodge, president of the 
International Paper Co., declared present 
high prices are due to an enormous in- 
nd insisted that the 
mcnufacturers areX<not maxing a fair 
return on their capital. 

The commission undertook the inves- 
tigation under direction of a congres- 
sional resolution and will begin work 
immediately drafting a report. Mem- 
bers said one would be submitted at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Favoritism Charged, 

Other witnesses at the hearing included 
J. H. Zerbey, chairman of the White 
Paper Committee of the National Edi- 
terial Association and representative of 
the Pennsylvania Associated Dailies, 
and George F. Steele, secrtary, and 
Timothy T. Ansberry, counsel for the 
News Print Manufacturer~’ Association. 

Glass said his association has recom- 
mended retrenchment in consumption 
by smaller editions, abolishing returns 
and circulation inactivity. Increases of 
25 to 3 per cent on contracts and some- 
times a hundred per cent on emergency 
orders, he declared, have destroyed the 
profits of most newspapers, and al- 
ready have driven some to the wall. One 
Western paper, he sald, reported an in- 
creased paper cost of $250,000 annually. 
He said it is almost impossible for a 
publisher to get quotations except from 
the mill he usually deals with. 

Zerbey charged favoritism in the sale 
of paper and declared present prices 
vary widely, according to the whim of 
the manufacturer, the discrepancy run- 
ning from 2 to 6 cents a pound. He 
added that while some publishers can 
hardly buy paper for cash, even at ex- 
orbitant rates, others have made two 
and three year contracts. at favored 
terms. He thought it apparent that 
manufacturers have united to forte 
publishers to deal only with the mill 
they are accustomed to patronize, and 
that any further increase beyond 6 per 
cent will force many of the smaller 
papers under 20,000 circulation into bank, 
ruptcy. 

Blames Sudden Demand. 

In defense of the manufacturers, 
Dodge explained that $1,000,000 worth of 
paper is held in stock by his company 
as a necessay safeguard for contracts 
in hand, but said the reserve has been 
depleted from 37,000 tons to17,0w in order 
to afford relief, and that all new orders 
including contracts for nearly 100,000 
tons from avroad have been refused.

~ ORDERS FOR MEAT 


Department at Thirteenth and 
Chouteau to Serve. Retailers 
—What the Men Demand. 


In their fight against St. Louis packers, 
the striking butchers and meatcutters 
this morning opened an order department 
at their headqaurters at Thirteenth 
street and Chovteau avenue to enable re- 
tail merchants to buy their meat prod- 
ucts from other sources than the pack- 
ing houses affected by the strike. 

Fred Schmidt, secretary of the Butch- 


ers’ and Meatcutters’ Local Union, No. 
88, said that letters had been mailed 
to all retail merchants in the city tnform- 
ing them that the union would fill all 
orders for them. He declined to say 
where the orders would be filled. 

Four thousand men are on strike in 
St. Louis, Schmidt said, and will not go 
back to work until al] demands are 
met. The packers say not more than 2000 
men are on strike. 

The strikers’ demands are that all 
strikers must be reinstated, union men 
not to be discriminated against, all men 
discharged since the strike began must 
be reinstated, all imported strike-break- 
ers must be discharged and the manage- 
ment of the packing houses must recog- 
nize ‘‘grievance committees’’ represent- 
ing the workers. 


STRIKE FAVORED BY MOST OF 
200,000 RAILROAD EMPLOYES 


Count of Half of Referendum Ballots 
Shows Preponderant Sentiment 
for Walkout. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Two hundred 
thousand of the 400,000 ballots cast by 
members of four brotherhoods, who are 
voting en the question of calling a gen- 
eral strike on 225 railroads had been 
counted at noon today, and it was an- 
nounced that ‘‘a preponderant number

JOFFRE DECLARES 


Victorious Note in Letter to 
French Army on Second An- 
niversary of the War. 


PRAISE FROM POINCARE 


Gen. Sir Douglas Haig and 
Lloyd-George Also Congrat- 
ulate the Troops. 


PARIS, Aug. 2.~The Bulletin Dispatch 
Armees, the official journal of the sol- 
diers of the French army, publishes to- 
day copies of letters written by Presi- 
dent Poincare, David Lloyd-George, 
British Secretary of War, and Gen. Sir 


Douglas Haig, commander of the Brit- 
ish troops in France, together with an 
order of the day issued by Gen. Joffre 
to the French army on the occasion 
of the second anniversary of the out- 
break of the war. The order of Gen. 
Joffre follows: 

“Soldiers of the republic: Your third 
year of fighting has begun. For tw9 
years past you have been supporting 
with unfailing strength the weight of 
an implacable conflict. You have caused 
all the plans of our enemies to fall. You 
vanquished them on the Marne; you 
checked them on thé Yser, and you 
beat them in the Artois and i=in 
the Champagne at a time when they 
were vainly seeking victory on the 
plains of Russia. Then your victorious 
resistance during the battle of five 
months’ duration broke the German ef- 
fort in front of Verdun. 

“Thanks to your stubborn courage, 
the armies of our allies have been en- 
abled to manufacture arms, the weight 
of which our enemies today are ex- 
periencing over their entire front. 

“The moment is approaching when, 
under the strength of our mutual ad- 
vance, the military power of Germany 
will crumble. 

“Soldiers of France, you may be proud 
of the work you already have accom- 
plished. You have determined to see it 
through to the end! Victory is certain! 

“JOFFRE.” 


Text of Poincare’s Letter. 

President Poincare wrote: 

“For the second time, my friends, we 
have to commemorate together a soul- 
stirring anniversary. Two vears aro 
we lived hours that are not to be for- 
gotten. Since then, two sections of 
mankind have been grappling with one 
another and are fighting amid streams 
of blood. The nations who have let 
loose that stupendous catastrophe have 
not yet completely expiated their act. 
But justice is on its way.”’ 

The President recalled the events 
which preceded the declaration of war. 
He related how the German troops en- 
tered French territory, and continued: 

“Two years have passed, but amid the 
fatigues and perils these recollections, 
my friends, have remainec vivid in your 
sguls. Do not let them become obliter- 
ated, because it is they which gave to 


this war its clear significance and bring 


to light the beauty of your task. 

“Instinctively, mutilated France, 
which during 44 vears had imposed s3i- 
lence on her sorrow, understood in 1914 
that the foe who was attacking her, 
binded by pride and fanaticized by ha- 
tred, had no grievance to plead, no right 
to defend, no menace to ward off. It 
is in vain that today the aggressors are 
attemptin.; to falsify history. 

“They gre at first less Knavish and 
more cynical, when they flattered them- 
selves in seeing in the treaties grante4 
by them nothing but common scraps of 
paper. With insolent frankness the: 
accepted the responsibility for § tneir 
crime. 


Case of Legitimate Defense. 

“The French people were nct deceived. 
The nation was conscious that theirs 
was a case of legitimate defense: it 
realized spontaneously that sacred union 
which is the main condition of victory 
and found in the memorable sitting of 
the Parliament on Aug. 4, 1914, an impos- 
ing consecration. 

“The war became immediately, in tha 
whole force of the term, a national war. 
There is not a Frenchman who remained 
deaf to the call of his country. When 
you were called upon to protect your 
frontiers and save our national soil, vou 
were not only conscious that your ma 
terial interests were at stake; vou 
knew also that you were going to defend 
your hearths, that you were going to 
defend all which constitutes France-. 
traditions, ideals, moral forces, p-r- 
served and developed by a nation which 
will not die. 

, Among these French ideals one of the 
oldest and most deep rooted is the hor- 
ror of injustice. The violence meted out 
to Servia and the invasion of Belgium 
still further enhanced the outburst of 
your patriotism and fortified vour reso- 
lution to be victorious. You perceived 
that the cause of which you had become 
the champions outmeasured your lives, 
that it was greater than France herself, 
that it embraced in reality civilization 
ond humanity. 

“It Is a new crusade that you have 
undertaken, a crusade for the law of 
nations and for the liberty of peoples. 
The grandeur of your mission has ex- 
alted your courage, and you have re- 
vealed to the world the true France, 
that France whore disappearance or hu- 
millation would be a universal calamity 
and an eternal logs to mankind. 

How France Has Alded Allies. 

“Your patience and gallantry during 
long months have restrained the pres- 
sure of the German army. The battle- 
fields where you have repulsed the en- 
omy—the Marne. the Yser, Champagne, 
Artots, the Meuse and the Somme—mark 
sO many etages cf victory. It is you 
who have enable France to organ'ze 
her equipment, and Belgtum and Servia 
t reconstruct their armies. It is vou 
who have enabled France to organize 
form the admirable divisions which are 
fighfing now at your side. It is you 
sho have given t. Russia the means to 
supply rifles and guns, cartridges and 
shells to her herole troops. 

“Today, as vou see, the allies are he- 
+ nning to gather the fruits of yor 
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inh NORE IES TE 
| perseverance. The Russian army is pur- 
suing the Austrian army in flight. ‘The 
Germans, attacked at the same time on 
the eastern and western fronts, are «n- 
sawing everywhere their reserves. Brit- 
ish, Itussian and French battalions are 
co-operating in the liberation of ou' 


soil. 

‘The struggle, alas is not yet ended. 
It will still be hard, and all of us inust 
continue working, and working unre- 
mittingly and with fervor. But the su- 
periority of the allies is already appar- 
ent to everyone. The scales of fate ha3 
protracted oscillaticns. Now. one of 
tne trays keep vn the ascent: the other 
is lowering under the burden which 
nothing will lighten. 

“Ymmortal glory is due to Verdun, 
which has prepared the combined action 
of the allied armies. Glory be with 
you, my friends, who have saved France 
and avenge@ insulted right!” 

Victory Coming, Lloyd-George Says. 
The British Minister for War, David 
Lloyd-George, briefly refers to the 
French armies, to the heroic defense of 


a 


Verdun and to the offensive movement 
now in progress. 

“For two years of defensive,”’ he says, 
‘‘we prevented the enemy from advanc- 
ing. At present we are forcing him to 
evacuate, step by step, the countries he 
has profaned and ravaged. 

“Our triumph is desired and awaited 
by the allied nations and by all peoples 
who worship honor and justice.” 

Gen: Sir Douglas Haig, after review- 
ing the main events of the war, writes: 

“The German army is now reduced to 
the defensive everywhere. The success 
of the month of July in Picardy is only 
the beginning of a new era, and must 
assure progressively the triumph of the 
allies. The task can still be long and 
painful, but the result is not in doubt. 
This third year of the war will bring 
the deserved punishment to Germany.”

The children who died were Arthur 
Young Jr., 3-year-old son of a mill la- 
borer, and Mildred Dorothy Jennett, 12- 
year-old daughter of Stephen Jennett, 
a farmer. 

Besides, East St. Louis, Decatur and 
Cherry were pointed out by the Health 
Board as centers of danger. Cherry isa 
mining town in Northern Illinois. 

The board issued an order requiring 
that persons accompanied by children, 
,who travel from any point in Illinols 
within twenty-five miles of East St. 
Louis, Cherry or Decatur, to any other 
point in the State, shall report to the 


destination. 


41 DIE, 166 STRICKEN BY 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS IN DAY 


Total Number of Cases in New York 
Simce Epidemic Began Now 
More Than 4000. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Forty-one ch'!- 
dren died and 166 were stricken in the 
greater city during the last 24 hours in 
the epidemic of infantile paralysis. Jer- 
sey City reported three more deaths and 
two new cases. Health Commissioner 
Haven Emerson found it necessary to 
call for additional beds in hospitals to 
care for the afflicted. He said . 144 

beds had been offered.

NEW MERCHANT SHIPPING 
RECORD SET IN LAST YEAR 


Total of 25,500,000 Tons Cleared Passes 
High Water Mark Set in the 
Previous Twelve Months, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Merchant 
shipping cleared from ports of the 
United States in the year ending 
June $30 set a new record notwith- 
standing the allied blockade, the 
closing vu. the Black Sea and the 
withdrawal of German and Austrian 
merchant ships from the trade. Bu- 
reau of Navigation reports show the 
tonnage cleared was 26,500,000, of 
which 2,500,000 originated in the 
United States and 23,000,000 was for- 
eign. The previous high water mark 
was 24,800,000 tons, cleared in the 
year ending June 30, 1914. 

Comparing the two years, Ameri- 
can shipping tripled and European 


tonnage to South America was 950,- 
000, nearly five times greater, and 
to Europe 1,100,000, two and a half 
times greater. Total clearances to 
France and Italy almost doubled; 
clearances to Norway, Denmark and 
Sweden more than doubled, and to 
Greece increased three-fold. 

The increase in clearances of 
American shipping to South American

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read your comment on the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the matter of the good roads 
bend issue for St. Louis County. You commend 
the decision on broad grounds, believing that it 
will give impetus to the much-needed improve- 
ment of our country streets. So far, so good. 

But in one particular the attitude and activity 
of the newspapers and the good roads propagan- 
dists call for severest censure. That is for their 
conduct, previous to the election, while the deci- 
sion was pending in the court, and now, since the 
decision has been reached. I refer to their atti- 
tude on the good roads question in relation to 
the incorpotfated cities and towns. You will re- 
call that prior te the election, at the eleventh 
hour, when it seemed that the issue was doomed 
to defeat, because of the stand of ts incorporated 
towns, the politicians and other sponsors of the 
new idea contrived to have the Assistant /,00> 
ney-General har¢ down an opinion to the “™ *t 
that the cities an@# towns were to benefl. co-ei- 
tensively with the rest of the county. 

This statement was seiz~4 upon by the various 
advocates and given great preminence and the 
color of authority and finality in the papers, 
really proving to be the turning point in the 
camvaign. While the matter was before the Su- 
preme Court and since the decision has been 
reached, the papers eommented on the question 
in various ways, but never offge mentioned the 
real objection to the measure, its relation to the 
incorporated towns. Now the Supreme Court 
says that the law is very clear and explicit on 
this point, and declares that there was not the 
Blightest justification for the hope of the towns 
to share in the issue. ' 

In the light of this fact, then, what are we to 
think of the official opinion from the Attorney- 
General’s office? What about the politician's du- 
plicity? How can the newspapers comfort them- 
selves for so basely deceiving the voters’ ‘1mnere 
was practically no organized opposition to the 
bond issue in the incorporated towns because of 
this very belief that they were to share in the 
berefits the same as the rest of the county; yet 
ix is conceded that it would have been over- 
whelmingly defeated had not the voters been 
do-ble-crossed. 

The incorporated towns, in which the cost of 
living is admittedly higher than in St. Louis, im- 
prove their streets with their own money. Be- 
fides paying State taxes and taxea for municipal 
upkeep, they pay even now a poe into the 


county from which they receive no/benefit. Now 
they will have to improve their streets, and at 
their own expense, remember, to conform with 
those built from the bond issue, while still con- 
tinuing, aleo remember, to pay the road tax into 
the county and one-fourth of the entire cost of 
the good roads bond issue. Think of it! If there 
is such a thing as justice, surely it must weep 
@t such a apectacic. Would like an expression of 
opinion from someone, affording even a crumb of 
comfort for the incorporated towns. Incidentally, 
would like to know how the newspapers can 
hope to be @ power for community advancement, 
when they are parties to such gross deception of 
the voters, as outlined above. As for the politi- 
cians, they are all known, and will be properly 
remembered at the polls.

A GOVERNMENT TRADE TRUST. 

The invasion of law and of international usage 
in the boycott of the British Government against 
certain American firms and private citizens is 80 
accurately and clearly stated in our protest that, 
there being no dispute as to the facts, our case is 
made unassailable. 

It is not surprising to learn that the London 
authorities are preparing to withdraw the boy- 
ectt order and confine discriminations on Amer- 
ican tradé to the less public and more insidious 
measures of the past. 

The foundation may have been laid for an 
award of as great celebrity and large amount as 
that adjudicated under the name of the “Alabama 
claims,” also growing out of British wartime ef- 
forts to destroy our commerce and advance their 
own. The astonishing scope of the boycott is 
impressively set forth in the protest. British sub-’ 
jects commit a penal offense in trading either 
directly or indirectly with the blacklisted con- 
cerns. 

British ships may not carry goods in which 
these concerns are interested. Other ships that 
carry them are to be refused coal and other ac- 
commodations at British ports. 

And these openly avowed proscriptive measures 
which show so emphatically the need for Amer- 
ican vessels to transport American goods are, 
perhaps, only the most offensive but least effec- 
tive of the policies of impropriety and illegality 
adopted with a view to curtailing our opportuni- 
ties while the British are occupied with the dis- 
tractions of war. 

The London Cabinet has taken a leaf out of the 
lesson embodying the practices of American trust 
monopolies. The archives at Wasiington are 
crammed with the reports of our foreign repre- 
sentatives conveying information on the working 
of the system put in effect by thy British Board 
of Trade. 

A great system is it, too—discrimination of 
every sort against American traders, steady pres- 
sure to prevent any contracts being entered into 
that might give Americans advantage after the 
war, intriguing effort for early information as to 
markets and prospective orders, unscrupulous co- 
operation against American firms by British con- 
suls and commercial agents, full utilization of 
British advantage in controlling ocean shipping 
and all aided by the contents of delayed cable- 
grams and confidential communications in mail 
bags unlawfully seized at sea. 

The United States has had valuable trust-bust- 
ing experience in dealing with our unofficial do- 
mestic combinations in illegal restraint of trade. 
Will it supply the necessary technique in dealing 
with a Government trust? The British reply to 
past complaints of injury has been to present 
figures showing increases in our trade as a whole. 
But such a reply oles more be accepted in sat- 
isfaction of our claims than a similar citation of 
trade increases in certain directions during the 
practices on which the Alabama claims were 
founded. 

An appraisal of the actual loss caused our trad- 
ers through the restriction of specific opportunity 
by illegal international methods will furnish a 
sounder basis for adjudication by a court of ar- 
bitration.

RESULTS IN TUESDAY’S PRIMARY. 

It may be that early figures only approximate 
the results of Tuesday’s primary. That was the 
experience in 1912, when the success of one can- 
didate for Governor was disclosed after the 
nomination of his principal rival by a comfort- 
able majority had been indicated for four days.

A feature is the indicated inferiority 
of Mayor Kiel’s organization in his own party. 
The overwhelming defeat of William Zachrits 
attests the long memory of the voters for his 
former record on the bench. 

The conviction that the primary system must 
be supplemented and perfected is deepened by 
the experiences of this primary. For almost all 
the shortcomings giving rise to justified critt- 
cism, the short ballot would be a remedy. To 
get the short ballot we must get a new Consti- 
tution.

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CHILDREN’S LAW CODE. 
The extension of legal protection to the chil- 
dren in every county of the State will be possible 
with the enactment of the laws now being pre- 
pared by the Children’s Code Commission, the 
preliminary report of whose work was published 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The new code is to include laws providing for 
juvenile courts, mothers’ pensions and the regula- 
tion of child labor, in every county. 

One of the most necessary changes advocated 

by the commission is that the Juvenile Courts 
shall have sole jurisdictint. of adults contributing 
to the delinquency or negiect of children. Under 
the existing system, the Juvenile Court cannot 
compel delinquent parents and guardians to do 
their duty to the children for whom they are re- 
sponsible. The lazy father or negligent mother 
has been a problem that could not be solved 
through existing legal methods. They have been 
able to snap their fingers at the authorities. 
It is highly desirable that the body laws re- 
lating to chifiren in Missouri shall be brought 
up to the standard of the most modern, efficient, 
humane practice. Good laws, properly enforced, 
will save many children from suffering and 
degradation.
